disease, but as was pointed out in 
the article yesterday, it has found 
its w’a>' into many temperate cli­ 
mates, 
and 
is 
widespread 
in

population 
of the 
United 
States. 
Undoubtedly a factor in the in­ 
vasion 
of 
temperate 
climates 
has 
been the retiini 
of 
troops 
from 
tropical countries. For instance, of 
31,000 
British troops 
returning to 
England from the Near East, nearly 
10 
per 
cent 
were 
found 
infecteil 
with 
amebae. Of 1,200 
American 
soldiers 
returning 
from 
France, 
w-’here 
they 
liad 
associated 
w’ith 
P rench 
and 
PJngiisli 
soldiers 
w’ho 
had 
served 
in 
tropical 
countries, 
nearly 11 per cent were found lo be 
so infected. 


Amebae are small animals consist­ 
ing of a single cell. There are inaiij' 
varieties of them, most of which do 
not cause an\’ disease either in man 
or the low’er animals. A common , 
pond ameba is constantly cultivated 
in biological study rooms to demon­ 
strate to beginners in the study of 
biology the nature of a single celled 
organism. These pond amebae are 
entirely harmless. 
Of the many varieties that live in 
the human intestine only one or two 
can cause disease, the most patho­ 
genic being entameba 
histolytica. 
Fortunately, 
as 
so 
often 
happens 
when danger threatens, within the 
last few years, a group of enthusi- 
astic research 
w’orkers 
has been 
endeavoring to find a weapon to 
combat 
the 
ameba. 
These 
men, 
working at the U niversity of Califor­ 
nia. started out with the idea that 
there 
should 
be 
found 
a 
certain 
chemical substance which would be 
extremely toxic to the ameba. but 
would do no harm to the cells of the 
human body nor cause any poison­ 
ing 
even 
if 
absorbed. 
The 
older 
remedies, ipecac and emetine, prov­ 
ed not very effective and had a dis­ 
tinctly 
poisonous 
action, 
even 
in 
small doses. 
These 
men, 
working 
under the 
leadership of Prof. 
Chauncey 
D. 
Leake, tried one substance after an­ 
other. Their idea was the same as 


that of Erlich in looking for what 
Paul de Krief called ‘the magic bul­ 
let 
a chemical substance 
which 
^^Ollld have a selective action. 
F ok 
instance, we can use a certain red 
stain on cells which w ill stain only 
the protoplasm and leave the nu­ 
cleus alone. 
This is because the 
protoplasm has a chemical affinity 
to the stain and the nucleus has nof. 
W h y can’t you find a drug which 
w ill kill only the germ of a disease 
and leave the body cells of the host 
unharm ed? “ W hy, 
in the case of 
amebae,”

“ can’t we find a chemical which is 
not poisonous to man but will kill 
off an ameba as soon as it touches 
it?” lie tried one substance after 
another. P'inally he hit on a prepara­ 
tion of arsenic, named “ carbarsone,”
